It is likely that about one-fourth 
of the 1800 saloons of St. Louis will 
close Jan. 3 next and that the re- 
mainder will close within two to 
four months from that date as a re- 
sult of the passage of the “dry” 
rider to the agricultural bill by the 
Senate yesterday and the announce- 
ment that the Government will pro- 
hibit the manufacture of beer after 
Dec. 1.

these licenses would be renewed if 
the\manufacture of beer should be 
stopped. He also said that other 
saloons whose licenses had longer 
to run would not continue in opera- 
tion after the sale of beer was dis- 
continued. 


Brewers to Have Reserve. 

Without beer, he said, there would 
be no saloons and the continuance of 
the retail liquor traffic would depend 
on the length of time in which beer 
would continue to be sold by the 
breweries. 

On this point Hugo Koehler, presi- 
dent of the Independent Breweries 
Company, said that the breweries 
of St. Louis, if forced to cease manu- 
facture Dec. 1, will then have on 
hand a reserve supply which would 
last from two to four months. 

Taken in connection with Pensa’s 
prediction, this would mean that all 
St. Louis saloons might be closed as 
early as Feb. 1 next, and not later 
than April 1. 

Koehler said that it would be im- 
possible to convert all plants of the 
19 St. Louis breweries to other in- 
dustrial uses without Government 
aid or intervention, though he said 
it was possible the Government 
might specify uses to which some of 
the plants might be put.

Americans Subjected to 
Heavy Artillery Fire as 
Teutons Seek to Retire 
From New Ugly Salient.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


ON THE VESLE FRONT, Friday, 
Sept. 6.—Menaced by a salient in- 
creasing in danger the Germans to- 
day began a withdvawal from the 
Vesle Valley to the right of the 
Americans. On the west flank the 


Americans held firmly, while the 
French exerted sharp pressure on the 
rear, but there has developed a situ- 
ation considerably different from 
that of the past few rae in the re- 
gion westward toward Svissons. The 
Germans fought more nearly in the 
spirit of their tradition, but slowly 
this continued to give way, leaving 
little doubt that the line from near 
Rheims to that now along the Aisne 
would be quickly straightened. 

The struggle is being made to the 
American right and placed them in 
a position where they are subject to 
a heavy fire especially by the artil- 
lery. Despite desperate resistance, 
they swung their line forward at a 
junction with the French where the 
most determined resistance was en- 
countered. More broken country of- 
fers better opportunities for defense 
and they have been taking advantage 
of every hill and ravine in the place 
for artillery and machine guns. 

The enemy was forced to face a 
deadly barrage while barriers of gas 
was released in every ravine in which 
they might advance. An equally de- 
structive artillery response was made 
by the Americans, however, and the 
men already tried in previous en- 
gagements advanced steadily, driving 


another. 
Machine Gunners Stubborn. 


The Germans held along a machine 
‘gun line stubbornly, many of them 
dying at their posts but the total 
mortality was not great since only 
seven machine gunners were left in 
ithe rear line. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the German losses were 
large under counter artillery fire.

RED CROSS ON U. S. HOSPITAL 
HIT BY GERMAN BOMBERS 


All Patients Safely Removed to 
Caves Near Soissons, Slightly 
Wounded Ones Helping. 

By the Associated Press. 
WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 


IN FRANCE, Friday, Sept. 6.—Ger- 
man aviators scored two direct hits 


Wednesday night on the large Red 
Cross between the wings of the 
French-American hospital southwest 
of Soissons. There were no casual- 
ties, as the patients had been re- 
moved to nearby caves when the 
bombing began soon after dark. 

Eighteen bombs were dropped, two 
striking the Red Cross, which is built 
of red in a great field of white. When 
the alrm was sounded, the attention 
of attendants was turned to the 
wounded, who were taken to caves. 
The slightly wounded retired to shel- 
ter without aid and there were sev- 
eral instances of slightly wounded 
patients assisting the attendants in 
carrying the seriously wounded to 
places of safety. The first bomb 
struck near a tent and two others 
struck the Red Cross. 

Owing to darkness, following the 
extinguishing of all lights, there was 
great confusion, but not a single pa- 
tient or attendant was injured. The 
hospital doctors related with pride 
the bravery of the women nurses and 
the number of instances where nurses 
went to and from their caves to the 
hospital cots during the raid to make 
sure that all the patients were under 
shelter.

LONDON, Sept. 7.—The French 
have advanced on a 20-mile front to 
an average depth of two miles and at 
some places to a depth of four miles. 
They occupied Tregnier without op- 
position. 

The French troops also reached the 
forest of Coucy and now are on a big 
stretch of entirely new ground. 

British progress on practically the 
whole battle front from Havrincourt 
wood to the river Aisne continued 
this morning with rather greater 
rapidity than had been expected, 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN 
FRANCE, Sept. 7.—British troops to- 
day advanced to the east of Long: 
avesnes and Lieramont in the region 
northeast of Peronne. Other forces 
of Field Marshal Haig crossed the 
Nurlu-Fing road. 

The German retirement continues 
throughout the whole area to the west 
of Cambrai and St. Quentin and the 
British advance guards in the zone 
generally between Cambrai and Pe- 
ronne areclose to the Hindenburg 
line.

LOUIS’ 


Both Submarine Cruisers and 
Mine Layers at Work, British 
Information Says. 


—— 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Thursday, Sept 64.—A 
number of interesting developments 
of the present naval situation have 
just been made available from an 
authoritative source. 

When German submarines first 
appeared off the American coast, 
naval experts in London formed the 


opinion that the move was merely 
a feint to draw off American anti- 
submarine craft from Wuropean 
waters. They argued that it was 
impossible for Germany to maintain 
euch long-distance operations. How- 
ever, it is pointed out, both cruiser 
submarines and mine layers are 
working far afield and worrying 
American shipping along the Atlan- 
‘ coast. The losses of German 
eu es in the Adriatic since 
1917 have been 25 per cent of the 
total number operating. | 
The British are active in the Heli- 
goland Bight and are carrying out 
operations with various kinds of 
light forces in the North Sea. The 
German short-distance submarine 
fleet, making its bases in Belgian 
ports, has been virtually .wiped out. 
Since the Jutland battle, the Ger- 
man high seas fleet has not been in 
the North Sea except for some “‘tip 
and run” dashes of a few ships.

Military Athletic Company 
Elevens Also Will Be Formed 
at Columbia This Year. 


XX 

COLUMBIA, Mo., Sept. 7.—-With 
the conversion of the University of 
Missouri, along with various - other 
educational institutions of this coun- 
try, into a virtual military training 


school, it would naturally be expect- 
ed that college sports were a thing 
of the peaceful past. Where the de- 
sired objective its to mold. college 
men into efficient, electric officers 
for the new armies coming from the 
18-45 class, attention to the track 
man, the football hero and the base- 
ball star, along with the cheers of an 
enthusiastic college bleachers, would 
be expected to vanish into a martia) 
hibernation. 

But if general conditions can be 
judged b ythose existing around the 
Rothwell Gymnasium gt. Missouri U., 
such will not be the case. Though 
solernnized by the khaki of the col- 
lege campus, the fans will be there 
in numbers large enough to spur. the 
athlete on to greater honors for the 
Alma Mater, and though military drill 
and study will usurp much of the 
time, special hours will be allotted to 
eports and special military companies 
organized for the training of athletes 
in warfare tactics, 

It is the announced intention of the 
War Department to encourage col- 
lege tivity in every way although 
students Will’ become members of the 
United States army upon registra- 
tion at the universities, according to 
Maj. Charles Gordon, who is in charge 
of the Student Army Training Corps 
at Missouri University. Already lists 
have been sent out by Maj. Gordon 
urging football material to sign up 
for the coming season so that he will 
be able to estimate the number of 
military athletic companies to be 
formed. Sixty-five names have been 
annexed. 


Four Veterarzs Are Back. 
The question whether freshmen 
this year will be eligible for varsity 


positions will be decided at a faculty 
meeting of representatives of the va- 
rious valley schools. The registra- 
tion at Missouri this year consisted 
of over 600 male freshmen and less 
than 400 upper classmen. If the same 
proportions are true, and they likgly 
are at the other universities, it is 
doubtful whether the old restrictions 
will hold in the coming campaign. 

“Though it is a difficult thing to 
contemplate,” said Coach Henry 
Schulte of the Tigers, “permitting 
freshmen on the varsity teams must 
come about because of the dearth of 
old men. Here we have onty four 
of last year’s M men back. They are 
Marris, Edwards, Kirkpatrick and 
Urie. It is doubtful whether a for- 
midable squad can be molded with 
these men as a nucleus. As far as I 
have ascertained all other valley 
teams are in the same condition and 
seem to favor abolishing the limita- 
tions.”

Tor football have been arranged for 
1918. The games are:

RUSSIAN SHORT STORIES. 


USSIAN literature is more to 
R our taste just now than Rus- 
sian politics and Russian the- 

ories of government. An enterpris- 
ing publishing firm has embarked 
upon the laudable enterprise of tak- 
ing the cream of the short story 
writing that has come out of Russia 
and printing it in Mttle 25-cent vol- 
umes. The paper is good, the bind- 
ing excellent and the type large. Four 
volumes have been issued to date in 


this series. They are “Nine Humor- 


ous Tales,” by Anton Chekhov; 
“What Men Live By and Other Sto- 
ries,” by Tolstoi; “Stories of the 
Steppe,” by Maxim Gorky; “Laza- 
rus,” by Leonid Andreyev, with 
“The Gentleman From San Francis- 
co,” by Ivan Bunin. In each of 
these stories or collection of stories 
the authors are at their best. The 
thinking we find here is quite differ- 
ent from the disordered kind that for 
months has been making Russia s0 
conspicuous ‘in such a pusillanimous 
way before the world. (The Strat- 
ford Universal Library.) 


A WOMAN IN BELGIUM. 


EN the Germans came through 

Belgium, Miss Glenna L. Big- 

elow, an American girl, was a 
guest at. a chateau in Liege, and, 
from August to November, 19514, 
she was virtually a prisoner of the 
Germans. While she waited for a 
chance to get out of Belgium she 
kept a journal day ty day and it is 
this journal which is presented now 
in book form under the title of 
“Liege on the Line of March.” It is 
of value in giving in a very natura) 
and unstudied way the impressions 
she received from the terrible events 
of which she was an involuntary 
witness. The journal is written much 
as a series of letters to a friend 
might be written and affords there- 
fore an insight which. more formal 
efforts do not always afford. (John 
Lane Company.) 
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SIMON LAKE’S SUBMARINE 
BOOK. 
IMON LAKE, veteran submarine 
7 inventor and experimenter, is 
the author of “The Submarina 
in War and Peace,” a work of én- 
cyclopedic size and scope. The his- 
tory of the submarine’s development, 
and the mechanical details of the 
designs now- used, take up the great- 
er part of the work. In the discus- 
sion of plans for defeating the Ger- 
man submarine campaign against 
commerce, the author favors the con- 
struction of cargo-carrying subma- 
rines. 

In a chapter on “The Submarine in 
Times of Peace,” Lake maintairs 
that the submarine has its possible 
victories of peace, no less than of 
war. Navigation or ice flelde, 
underwater exploration and scientific 
study, hydrographic work and the 
iocating of sunken vessels and recov- 
ery of their cargoes, are among the 
possible uses which he describes.

BARBUSSE’S “THE INFERNO.”

Government Control After the War. 
Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In reply to Henry 8. George, relative to 
Government ownership of the railroads, 


_ published in your paper Aug. 25: He says, 


“the question that will come up for set- 


 thement after the war will test the effi- 


ciency of our form of government far 
more than during the war."’ How can any 
thinking man truly make such a state- 
ment? 

Our Government at the present time 
has the largest problems on its hands 
that were ever known in the history of 
our country. Furthermore, we are ful- 
Hlling them after a prolonged start. 

After the failure of individual and pri- 
vate interests to make good, the Govern- 
the only alternative 
would be to establish Government control 
over the most essential means of produc- 
tion and distribution if we were to win 
the war and redeem the world. 

Now the questions at hand have come 
up and have tested the efficiency of pri- 
vate ownership. The results we know only 
too well. Government control was insti- 
tuted simply because there could be prac- 
tically no co-operation where competition 
and profiteering held sway. As proof of 
this statement I will cite the packing in- 
terests. They own some of the most es- 
sential industries and are about to come 
under Government control, because the 
big five co-operated with each other by 
forming a trust. By doing so they monop- 
olized more than half the meat supply 
consumed by the allies. If Government 
ownership is more effective for increas- 
ing output and decreasing profits at the 
present time, why not give it a chance in 
the near future? Private ownership never 
did and never will meet al! the require- 
ments of the people. 

Mr. George seems to think that through 
Government ownership of the railroads 
the politicians will have a finger in the 
pie. Even so, we have some control over 
the politicians, but none over Wall street. 

The United States Railroad Adminis- 
tration is very capable of handling the 
consolidated systems, as Mr. McAdoo has 
proven to us. 

What if the streets and sidewalks were 
ewned by private interests? They are 
the people's highways. The railroads are 
national highways for the people and for 
the means of their existence. 

One more question: Will there not be 
a great lessening of work in the great 
industries after the war? Thousands of 
people will be thrown out of employment 
and there will be a great lull throughout 
the business world. That will be the 
period of reconstruction. Again the Gov- 
ernment will be called on to assist in this 
great problem which will confront us. 
There is only one way through it and 
that is for the Government to retain its 
hold on the industries and furnish em- 
ployment for the people and our soldier 
boys on their return. E. B. M.

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DEAFTING THE WRONG MEN. 

The draft machinery is hardly entitled to be called a 
Selective Service organization if it forces into the ranks 
of the army men who are essential to the activities or 
the welfare of the country at home. 

Complaints are coming in that physicians, registered 
drug clerks, farmers and others, are being taken, whose 
places cannot be filled. Hospital Commissioner Shutt 
says that the institution is short of doctors to the num- 
ber of 30, due to the fact that these men have been 
drafted into the army, some of them as privates. The 


doctors, whose experience and skill are more necessary, 
find that, if they do not volunteer for the service, they 
are likely to be drafted as privates. This is a bad policy, 
as is the taking of too many skilled drug clerks. It wil] 
mean peril to the health of the community. 

The policy of refusing deferred classification to farm- 
ers unless they are owners or managers of large farms 
is also likely to be fatal to the food-production cam- 
paign. There are about 6,000,000 farms in the United 
States, with an average of 138 acres. But the improved 
area of these farms averages only 54 per cent. So that 
we may take the average size of the producing part of 
our farms as a trifle under 75 acres. Yet draft boards 
bave taken the last man off farms of 80 acres, claiming 
that such farms are not of sufficient size to be looked 
upon as essential factors in food production. This will 
tend to throw such farms out of production, leaving the 
burden upon the comparatively few large farms.

HERE has been no more thrilling

This page has been for so long the sole 
property of the Germans that their de- 
parture from it is almost incredible, 
especially to the Germans themselves.

Tanks and Guns 

Machine guns are found by 
scores, abandoned by the retreating 
enemy, and engineering implements, 
broken-down enemy tanks and big 
guns have obstructed the roads over 
which the transports of the allies 
must pass. 

This proves that the enemy has 
been forced to retire before a deter- 
mined adversary and has been s0 
hampered by the swift advance of the 
allies that he has not had time to 
carry out a methodical retreat. Other 
signs also abound. which give the lie 
to the German bulletins. 

It is highly significant that the 
railroads, which a retreating foe 
would have found to his interest to 
destroy, are almost intact. So little 
damage has been done to them that 
over one stretch of line British 
trains have followed closely the ad- 
vancing infantry. Bridges over 
canals and rivers and the homes of 
refugees have been destroyed thor- 
oughly. That is the one marked 
achievement of the retreat. 


Paris Calmly Confident. 


Competent judges now believe 
that Germany will soon be made to 
experience the horrors of war inva- 
sion. Never since the beginning of 
the war has the French nation had 
such confident hopes as now. Paris 
is rapidly filling again. Those who 
went away for holidays are fast re- 
turning, while many who had left in 
fear of a German advance on the 
capital have come back, bringing 
with them effects which formerly 
they thought would be safer at a 
distance. 

Returning confidence has not un- 
duly elated the people, who remain 
seemingly as,calm as when the en- 
emy approach was menacing. The 
masses do not appear to be over- 
joyed. There is no talk of cele- 
brating these victorious days. The 
people simply go on quietly from 
day to day, trusting to their leaders 
and soldiers. They certainly look 
forward to better days in the near 
future, but never do you hear anyone 
underestimate the strength of the 
Germans. ‘‘Matters are going fine,” 
or “These are great days for the 
allies,’ are the most optimistic re- 
marks heard on the streets.

that the disease is acquired by being either swallowed on contaminated 
food or by contamination of the air passages. 

Any number of theories have been advanced, but so far no theory of 
transmission has been accepted. It is evident that some peculiar condition 
is necessary for the disease to assume epidemic character, and what this 


Even when an epidemic exists the disease shows no evidence of being 
directly transmissible from one child to another. A case occurring in a 
family in which there are a number of other children is rarely followed 
by another case in the same family, unless the other case or cases occur 
practically at the same time, showing that the cause which produced the 
first case attacked all at the same time, and that the first case did not 


or the larvae of such an infected fly 
if inadvertently swallowed, it is 
claimed, will reproduce the disease 
in the human. 

Adults are attacked, but children, 
whose resistance is lower than that 
of the adult and who, for this reason, 
are peculiarly susceptible to diseases 
of this character, are most often the 
victims. 

It would seem, therefore, that we 
should be particularly careful of the 
food that is eaten, as such food may 
contain the eggs of an infected fly, 
the eggs being so very small that 
they are easily overlooked. This ap- 
plies to any and all food that is not 
thoroughly cooked before being 
eaten. It is well also to keep children 
away from chilaren’s gatherings and 
public places during an epidemic. It 
is true that the disease does not seem 
to be conveyed by contact, but as we 
do not know the exact mode of trans- 
mission, it is well not to take 
| chances. 

The great and important thing in 
this and in all disease danger is to 
keep the child's resistance at the 
highest possible point by good and 
' wholesome food, plenty of sleep and 
cleanliness of the entire skin, and to 
afford the additional protection of 
| sanitary surroundings.

15,000 LBS. OF SUGAR 
SAVED IN ONE ARMY 
PURCHASE OF SOAP 


CCORDING to a recent an- 

nouncement of the War Depart- 
ment, considerable savings in sugar 
and glycerine are being effected by 
the Quartermaster Corps in discon- 
tinuing the purchase of so-called 
glycerine soaps for the army. Both 


of these products are used in the 
/manufacture of soaps for the pur- 


pose of improving its appearance, 
but are unnecessary, as they do not 
add to the value except for commer- 
cial purposes. 

A recent order from a quartermas- 
ter called for 100,000 pounds of 
glycerine soap. Based on the usual 
formula, this soap would contain 15 
per cent of sugar, or a total of 15,- 
000 pounds, which would have been 
a complete waste. The soap was pro- 
vided, but it did not contain sugar 
or glycerine, so that 15,000 pounds 
of sugar was saved for food and a 
proportionate amount of glycerine 
was saved for the manufacture of 
powerful explosives. 

The subsistence division. of the 
Quartermaster Corps, through its 
inspection branch and the fool-in- 
vestigation section, is responsible for 
army economies in the manufacture 
and supply of foodstuffs and for the 
saving of needed foods for the army. 


IMMENSE COAL SAVING 
PROGRAM UNDER WAY 


HOMAS R. BROWN, adminis- 

trative engineer of the United 
States Fuel Administration for the 
Pittsburg district, in a report just re- 
ceived in Washington, says that 
through the inspection of industrial 
steam plants, which was begun there 
only a few weeks ago, a saving of 
81,000 tons of coal per year has been 
effected in the Pittsburg district. 
This saving represents a little more 
than one week of actual inspection 
under the general program recently 
announced by the Fuel Administra- 
tion.

nual saving of 53,942 tons of coal, 
have been made by improved meth- 
ods of firing, stopping leaks around 
boiler settings, and other factors 
which make for economy in the gen- 
eral conditions of boiler plant opera- 
tion. 

The Fuel Administration hopes 
through the inspections undertaken 
to save from 25,000,000 to 30,000,000 
tons of coal in the 250,000 industrial 
plants in the United States without 
in any way reducing the quality or 
quantity of their output.

Chewing the lips, extracting bits 
of skin from the lips, or biting them 
is a habit which tends to disfigure 
the mouth by making it larger and 
pulling it out of shape.

Some per- 
sons immediately start to bite their 
lips so soon as they are engrossed in 
a book or with work in hand.
